"DISCIPLINE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS" 

GWU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAM 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— The continuing conflict between parents’ 
concern for increased discipline in schools and students' growing 
awareness of their fconstitutional rights will be the subject of an 
hour-long radio program, "Discipline in Public Schools," to be 
aired over National Public Radio’s 167 stations throughout 
the United States. 

The program has been produced cooperatively by National Public 
Radio and the Institute for Educational Leadership of The George 
Washington University. 

Dr. George Gallup of the Gallup Poll; Stephen Browning, staff 
attorney for the Lawyers' Committee for Civil Rights will be 
interviewed on the program. Three school board members; the 
superintendent of schools; a high school principal; an elementary 
school principal; the head of the teachers’ association; four 
high school students; two parents; the Director of the Office of stu- 
ent Concerns, all of Prince George's County, Md., will be interviewed. 

A case study of discipline and related problems in the 
Prince George's County schools will be featured in the discussions. 

The tenth largest school district in the United States, Prince 
George's has recently adopted "for study" a strict disciplinary

code which is the subject of much controversy, some of it of a 
legal nature. 

Dr. Gallup and his organization have recently completed the 
sixth annual Gallup Poll of public attitudes toward education. He 
will give the listening audience a preview of some of the poll's 
findings. 

Attorney Browning will review three cases concerned with 
students' constitutional rights now on the Supreme Court's docket. 

Local newspaper listings will give times that National Public 
Radio stations will be broadcasting the program. NPR is the only 
nationwide non-commercial radio network in the United States. 

The program can be heard in the Washington area at 7 p.m. 
on July 29 on radio station WAMU-FM, at 7 p.m. on July 30 on 
WETA-PM (90.9), and again at 1 p.m. on July 31 over WGTS-FM (91.9). 

The program is part of the “Options on Education" series 
sponsored by National Public Radio and the Institute for Educational 
Leadership of The George Washington University. The first program 
in the series examined the issue of school records. Upcoming 
programs will go into the questions of who pays for schools and 
how?; what happens to pushouts, the students who leave school due 
to administrative hassling?; and illiteracy in America. 

Co-producers for the series are Barney Quinn and Midge Hart 
of National Public Radio. John Merrow of GWU's Institute for 
Educational Leadership is the moderator.

GWU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAMS 


WASHINGTON,D.C.— "Paying for School 1 ' is the subject of two 
GWU-NPR radio programs to be broadcast in August over National 
Public Radio’s 167 stations in the United States. 

Part I of "Paying for School", Where the Money Comes From,' 
will be aired in the Washington area on Friday, August 2 over 
WAMU-FM (88.5) at 7 p.m. and on Monday, August 5, over radio 
station WGTS-FM (91.9) at 1 p.m. Part II 1 Where the Money 
Goes" can be heard on Monday, August 5 on WAMU FM at 7 p.m. 
and again on Wednesday, August 7, on WGTS-FM at 1 p.m. 

Sponsored cooperatively by National Public Radio and the 
Institute for Educational Leadership of The George Washington 
University, the programs are part of the series, "Options on 
Education", a feature of NPR’s wide-ranging 'Options" concept. 

In Part I, Where the Money Comes From, Michael Timpane of 
the Brookings Institution and a member of the Arlington County 
(Va.) School Board and Dr. Joel Berke of the Syracuse University 
Research Corportation will discuss the sources of the 50 billion 
dollars that is spent annually on public elementary and secondary 
schools. They will take a close look at the property tax which 
is said to account for most of the 25 billion raised at the local

level and comment on what they see as the relatively small figure 
of three to four billion contributed by the Federal government. 

In Part II "V/here the Money Goes" Harriet Bernstein, 
president of the Montgomery County (Hd.) School Board, will Join 
Timpane and Berke to discuss the 75 to 80 percent of the money 
which goes for salaries. The difficulties of effecting change 
will be analyzed and discussions v/ill cover measures of 
educational accountability and test scores and some proposals 
for new approaches to measuring school effectiveness. 

Co-producers of programs are Barney Quinn of National 
Public Radio and John Merrow of GVJU's Institute for Educational 
Leadership, John Merrow is the moderator for both programs.
